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Girl, 14, raped in 

alleyway attack

A 14-YEAR-OLD girl was rep¬ 
ortedly dragged down an 
alleyway and raped by a man 
who asked her for a light for a 
cigarette. 

The girl was walking alone 
along Greenfields Way in Hav¬ 
erhill towards Headlands Avenue 
at around 5.50pm on a weekday 
evening when a man approach¬ 
ed, asked her for a light and start¬ 
ed chatting. 

He then assaulted her and pulled her 
into an alleyway where he raped her. 

The teenager was so traumatised by 
her ordeal that she only reported what 
had happened to police on Sunday. 

She has been speaking to specially- 
trained police officers, who are now 
appealing for information following the 
attack, which took place three weeks ago. 

The girl described her attacker as a 
white male, around 6ft 3in tall, bald with 
stubble and bloodshot eyes and a Union 
Jack tattoo on one of his upper arms. He 
was wearing black tracksuit bottoms and 
a beige vest. 

Work is being carried out to establish 
exactly where the incident occurred and 
house-to-house inquiries are set to 
begin.

DEVELOPERS hoping to 
build a science park which 
could create up to 1,000 
jobs have produced an 
independent report which 
says the plan is not viable 
unless an element of 
housing is allowed. 

Carisbrooke Investments, the 
developer of the Haverhill Bus¬ 
iness Park, has submitted a plan¬ 
ning application for the prestige 
development at the 30-acre 
gateway site entering Haverhill 
from the Cambridge direction. 

The independent report has 
shown the research park would 
not be viable without allowing 
some form of higher-value usage, 
potentially residential, to be 
developed alongside it. 

The report, produced by 
PACEC - Public and Corporate 
Economic Consultants - follows 
a previous study commissioned 
by the Suffolk Development 
Agency in 2006. 

The research park has been 
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allocated in St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s draft concept 
statement to be developed for 
light industrial, research and 
office use, units for new and 
small firms involved in high 
technology and low density 
development with extensive 
landscaping. 

However, the independent 
report makes clear that this 
would not be viable for the 
developer, Carisbrooke Invest¬ 
ments, and recommends that the 
surplus residual land at the site - 
estimated to be in the region of 
nine acres - should be used for 
residential development. 

Nic Rumsey, director at Caris¬ 
brooke Investments, said: “We 
are pleased with the findings of 
this study as it reaffirms what we 
have said all along. 

“The Haverhill Research Park is 
an important development for 
Haverhill and would bring with it 


many benefits, but in its current 
form it is simply not a viable 
development. 

“While we are pleased with the 
results, we hope the council will 
now take this on board when it 
produces its full concept 
statement later on this year.” 

The report recognises that “the 
park would be a highly attractive 
and relatively low density 
development, forming a 
‘gateway’ to Haverhill”, but 
acknowledges that “demand for 
premises has, if anything, 
weakened since the 2006 survey.” 

Working on an assumption 
that the total infrastructure cost 
would be £4million, the report 
concludes that the scheme 
would “still be showing a loss 
after 10 years”, based on an 
average take-up of 15,000 sq ft 
per annum. 

The draft concept statement is 
currently out for consultation 
and all comments must be 
received by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council by luly 30.

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Fraud couple 
spared prison 

A COUPLE who swindled the husband’s 
father out of thousands of pounds have 
escaped a jail sentence. 

John and Carol Apps, who prosecutors 
said had “bled dry” pensioner John James 
Apps, were both given suspended prison 
sentences at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday. 

The Haverhill couple had denied 
defrauding Mr Apps senior, 80, of more 
than £14,000 over a six-month period, but 
were found guilty by a jury after a trial in 
June. 

John Apps, 41, was sentenced to eight 
months imprisonment, suspended for 18 
months, made the subject of a 12-month 
supervision order and ordered to do 100 
hours of unpaid work. 

His wife Carol, 36, was given a four- 
month prison sentence suspended for 12 
months, with a 12-month supervision 
order. 

No financial orders were made, but 
there will be a proceeds of crime hearing 
at a later date to decide whether any of 
their assets should be confiscated. 

The couple, of Bellings Road, gained 
control of the father’s bank accounts, but 
claimed the elderly man had given his 
consent for the cash withdrawals made. 
Both pleaded not guilty to three offences 
of fraud by abuse of their position 
between November 2007 and June 2008. 

Mr Apps senior, a former Port of 
London worker, left four statements 
before his death in which he denied that 
he had given his son and daughter-in-law 
permission to take the money. The trial 
jury heard that he had lost his home in 
south Essex after he re-mortgaged to help 
his only son and daughter-in-law with 
their financial problems.

School setback 
after discovery

WORK on a new Haverhill 
primary school has been 
brought to a halt after “sig¬ 
nificant” archaeological finds 
were unearthed there. 

The discovery of a prehistoric 
settlement at the Chalkstone Way 
construction site will delay the 
opening of the new school, being 
built to replace Westield Primary 
School, by at least a term and also 
add to the cost of the project. 

The original cost of the school 
was around £7 million. 

Work on the adjacent Samuel 
Ward Arts and Technology College, 
which is being expanded as part of 
the Suffolk Schools Reorganisation 
scheme, will not be affected. 

A Suffolk County Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The most significant 
archaeological discoveries are 
prehistoric settlements and ass¬ 
ociated burials. 

“An Iron Age house has also been 
excavated and a number of crem¬ 
ation burials have been discovered. 
The excavation is still ongoing. 

“The council is legally required to 
have this work carried out before 


construction can begin. This will 
inevitably mean work on the project 
will finish later than originally 
planned. 

“To ensure young people’s 
education is not disrupted they will 
remain in the existing school 
buildings for one term longer. 

“The work will add additional 
cost to the project but an exact 
figure is not yet known. 

“It is expected that young people 
will have moved into the new 
building by the summer term 2012.” 

All middle schools in Haverhill 


are due to close by September 2011 
and the new primary schools cur¬ 
rently being built on the Clements 
and Chalkstone estates are due to 
open in 2012. 

Primary school pupils this week 
visited the new school site to see the 
discoveries for themselves, as the 
finds were used as a learning 
experience. 

The council spokesman said: 
“The children are very interested in 
what has been found as it brings 
history to life.”

Call for change 
in masterplan 


A COUNCIL was acc¬ 
used of preventing 
executive homes 
from being built dur¬ 
ing a heated discuss¬ 
ion about its master- 
plan. 

Businessman Rob 
Maidment, who owns 
land due to be developed 
as part of the north west 
Haverhill scheme for 
1,100 homes, said despite 
suggesting that the coun¬ 
cil wanted to see more 
executive homes built in 
the town, the terms of 
their planning guidance 
for the area made it 
impossible. 

He said: “The master- 
plan makes it impossible 
for executive houses to be 
built. We are not talking 
about homes worth a 
quarter of a million 
pounds, we are talking 
about half a million and 
the constraints you have 
built into the plan mean 
we won’t get any. 

“It is desperately im- 
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portant for this town that 
the masterplan is amend¬ 
ed or you will not get 
executive housing. 

“If the masterplan is 
not changed, what will 
happen is what has 
happened before. Dev¬ 
elopers will just say we 
cannot sell them in this 
area. 

“Nobody is going to 
build a half million pound 
house in that position 
when three-and-a-half 
storey houses at 34 to 40 
per hectare are going up 
right next to them.” 

Patsy Dell, head of 
planning and economic 
development for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, who was the 
speaker at the Best of 
Haverhill meeting, said 
she did not accept that 
the masterplan made it 
impossible for such 
homes to be built and 
would welcome planning 


applications for them. 
The council wanted to 
encourage a mix of hous¬ 
ing in developments. 

She said: “We want 
future development to be 
part of Haverhill, not a 
separate community that 
turns its back on the 
town. 

“Planning guidance is 
there to make sure these 
relationships work prop¬ 
erly. If we have got it 
wrong, I am sure the 
planning inspector will 
tell us so.” 

Ms Dell said the council 
was aware of difficulties 
experienced by com¬ 
panies like Genzyme in 
finding executive homes 
in the town and it was 
their aim to support 
business aspirations to 
see such homes built. 

However, the council 
was not a developer and 
could not force dev¬ 
elopers to build homes 
that they did not feel the 
market would support in 
current trading con¬ 
ditions.

“I left there after the war as 
there was nothing there for 
girls to do. A lot went to South

Africa or England to work in 
private service. I came over to 
work for Lady Astor’s son. I 
met Princess Margaret and 
waited on her. I worked there 
for two years and because I 
am a British subject I could 
move about. 

“St Helena has been a 


British colony for 400 years 
and when I went back in 1984 
there was a big celebration 
and Prince Andrew visited. A 
lot of people are moving away 
from the island because they 
don’t get a big wage, only £70 
a week. It has a lovely warm 
climate, the coldest time is 


August, Christmas time is 
really hot. I miss my island 
very much and I am really 
looking forward to seeing it 
again. I am a bit shaky about 
flying for the first time at my 
age, a bit nervous about the 
12-hour flight, but it will be 
worth it.” 


Beattie, of The Street, Little 
Thurlow, was married to Don 
Loveday for almost 55 years 
until his death in 2008. She 
says she is very well looked 
after by her two sons, 
daughters-in-law and two 
grandchildren. 


Noisy cars are 
being stopped 

NEARLY 70 motorists have been given fixed 
penalty tickets for having exhaust systems 
which are too noisy. 

Police in Suffolk are clamping down on 
noisy vehicles after buying three new 
testing devices worth £1,200 each. 

It follows a successful trial of the device 
in the West Suffolk area. Now all three 
roads policing units in the county have 
been issued with a meter. 

The clamp-down follows complaints 
from the public about noisy exhausts. 

Since mid May, when officers completed 
training with the new equipment, 96 tests 
have been carried out with 68 drivers being 
issued with a £30 fixed penalty fine. 

Temporary Sgt Paul Stock, based at Bury 
St Edmunds, introduced the new noise 
meter. 

He said: “During the trial we gave advice 
to drivers whose exhausts were too loud, 
but now all RPU officers based in Bury, 
Halesworth and at police headquarters 
have been trained to use the meter we have 
moved on to enforcement. 

“Over two thirds of those vehicles we 
tested had illegal exhausts and have had to 
pay a £30 fine as well as the cost of making 
the exhaust legal again. If the driver doesn’t 
remove the modification and is stopped 
again, we can prosecute through the courts 
for failing to maintain the silencer, which 
could attract a fine of up to £500. 

“Many motor vehicle enthusiasts modify 
their exhausts without realising just how 
loud they’re making them, and we receive 
regular complaints about noisy vehicles 
and perceived speeding which can often be 
down to the noise. Now we’re using the 
meter we’re also receiving positive 
feedback from the communities that these 
loud exhausts are being dealt with.”

A TEENAGER who gave 
birth only weeks ago 
collapsed in tears as she 
was locked up for mak¬ 
ing a false rape claim. 

The allegation made by Jade 
Brooks, 19, led to a Haverhill 
man being wrongly arrested, 
detained for 13 hours and 
spending almost two months 
on bail. 

Brooks was led sobbing 
from the dock at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Tuesday after 
Judge David Goodin sent¬ 
enced her to 15 months in a 
Young Offenders’ Institution. 

Brooks had denied a charge 
of attempting to pervert the 
course of justice but was 
found guilty by a jury foll¬ 
owing a four-day trial in May. 

The teenager, who lives in 
Sherbourne Road, Bury St 
Edmunds, was told by Judge 
Goodin that her behaviour in 
making the false rape all¬ 
egation had been “malicious”. 

The judge said: “False 
complaints of rape do terrible

damage and a large disservice 
to those women who are 
victims of rape and who make 
truthful complaints to the 
police.” 

During the trial the jury 
heard how Brooks had been 
charged after refusing to be 
video-interviewed by police. 
Witnesses told how they had 
seen Brooks emerge from a 
wooded area in Haverhill 
where she later alleged she 
had been raped, laughing and 
kissing with the man she went 
on to accuse. 

The court heard how the 
18-year-old Haverhill man 
Brooks accused of rape had 
been arrested at his home in 
the town after the alleged 
incident, said to have taken 
place in July 2008 when she 
was aged 17. 

The man accused of rape 
said in evidence that he met 
Brooks in a pub and she had 
led him into a copse, where

they had sex at her request. 
Later that evening he and 
Brooks had sex at a friend’s 
house, where again, Brooks 
had been a willing participant 
and never complained about 
what was taking place. 

Brooks told the court that 
she believed she had done 
nothing wrong. 

She denied that as she 
emerged from the copse she

had been laughing or kissing 
the man and said that she did 
not accept that the allegation 
of rape which she made to 
police had been false. 

Shereen Dyer, defending, 
said that while Brooks 
accepted the verdict reached 
by the jury she still stood by 
her version of events. 

She said Brooks previous 
offending had resulted from 
drug and alcohol misuse, 
which she had now curbed.

Brooks greater stability in her 
life.

POLICE have launched a fortnight 
of action to reduce the number of 
elderly and vulnerable people 
falling victim to conmen. 

Suffolk Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
(SNT) will be working closely with crime 
reduction officers over the two weeks, 
attending a number of awareness events 
at local post offices. 

The campaign has been launched in 
response to a number of incidents in 
recent weeks where criminals have tried 
to trick their way into a home. 

They will often claim to be from a utility 
company such as the ‘water board’. 
People should be aware that the water 
board does not exist and anyone saying 
this should be treated with suspicion. 

Police Community Support Officer 
(PCSO) Caz Terrell, said: “This is a terrible 
type of crime, one that preys on the 
vulnerability of an elderly individual who 
the offender assumes will be more 
trusting. We are asking for everyone to 
remain extra vigilant and check any 
caller’s ID before allowing them entry to 
your home.” 

Tim Cracknell, crime reduction officer, 
said: “We have a simple rule to remember 
- ‘Lock, Stop, Chain, Check’ - always keep 
your doors locked, stop to consider 
whether you’re expecting a visitor and 
that all exits are locked, keep the door on 
a chain whilst you talk to the caller and 
check their details with the company they 
claim to be from. 

“It is vital that we get this message out 
as these simple steps can prevent 
someone from falling victim to such 
opportunist criminals.” 

Suspicious or unusual activity should 
be reported to Suffolk Constabulary on 
(01473) 613500 or 999 in an emergency. 

Residents across Suffolk are reminded 
to keep front and back doors locked, even 
when they are at home, look through the 
spy-hole or the window to see who is at 
the door and if it is someone looking for 
help, only go out to help if you have 
someone else with you.

Children told enjoy holidays but behave 


POLICE are warning 
youngsters to behave 
and stay away from 
dangerous building sites 
during their summer 
holidays or face serious 
consequences. 

Pc Will Wright said 
they were trying to get 
the message out early 
before the start of the 
school holidays, to stress 
that youngsters could 
enjoy themselves, but 
needed to consider 
others in the community 
at the same time. He 


pointed out that there 
are plenty of activities 
for young people taking 
place during the holi¬ 
days in Haverhill. 

Damage to building 
sites in the town has 
been a regular problem, 
especially at Greenfields 
Way where a new prim¬ 
ary school is being built, 
with children as young 
as eight found tres¬ 
passing and putting 
themselves at risk. 

Pc Wright said: “There 
are fences round 


building sites for a 
reason, they are dan¬ 
gerous places, not play¬ 
grounds. Buildings like 
the new school are for 
people within the com¬ 
munity and the damage 
is impacting on them. 

“We are getting a lot of 
complaints about this 
and we will be paying 
special attention to 
them. We will be dealing 
robustly with youngsters 
found causing damage. 

“We will be out deal¬ 
ing with anti-social 


behaviour and alcohol- 
related incidents. Our 
message is enjoy your 
holidays, but be consid¬ 
erate to others. And we 
would ask parents to be 
aware of where their 
children are, what they 
are doing and whether 
they are causing a prob¬ 
lem. If they are on con¬ 
struction sites they risk 
injury and also the 
possibility of getting a 
criminal record which 
could affect their lives 
later on.” 
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Teenager hit by meningitis 
is walking back to happiness 



B uzzing about 
the kitchen - 
making a 

cuppa, checking her 
mobile, fussing the 
dog and all the time 
chatting away - 
Nicole Wilson is a 
bundle of energy. 

The 18-year-old has just 
returned from a shopping 
expedition; when she 
finally settles on the sofa, 
she has to move a bulging 
Dorothy Perkins bag out of 
the way 

“It’s actually a present 
for my boyfriend’s mum,” 
explains Nicole. “I love 
buying presents. People 
have done so many nice 
things for me; I like to do 
nice things for other 
people. It’s all about 
spreading the love, isn’t it?” 

Judging by her smiley 
face and sunny 
disposition, you’d think 
Nicole hadn’t a care in the 
world. In fact, for the last 
two years, every day has 
been a battle. 

Just before her 17^ 
birthday, while on holiday 
in Cyprus, Nicole 
contracted meningitis. A 
potentially deadly brain 
infection, it led to blood 
poisoning and left Nicole 
in a coma fighting for her 
life. 

“At one point, they said 
it would be a miracle if I 
survived the night,” 


When teenager Nicole was struck down with meningitis, doctors 
said she would need “a miracle” to survive the night. Now, despite 
losing both legs below the knee, most of her fingers and the sight in 
one eye, she’s back on her feet and looking forward to the future. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


explains the teenager from 
Sutton, near Ely. “They 
gave me a JO per cent 
chance. But here I am - 
I’m still here...” 

Since coming out of the 
coma, Nicole has endured 
a staggering 22 operations. 
She’s lost the sight in one 
eye, most of her fingers 
and both legs below the 
knee. Her kidneys have 
failed, meaning she’s 
reliant on thrice-weekly 
dialysis. And her body was 
thrown into early 
menopause, which means 
she may never have 
children. 

“I do try to be positive, 
but it is very, very, very 
hard sometimes,” admits 
Nicole. “I can still 
remember being told my 
legs had to be amputated: 
it was horrible - it still is 
horrible now, to be honest. 
I don’t think I’ll ever get 
over it. 

“But I do put a brave 
face on. You have to, don’t 
you? You have to get on 
and make the most of 
things. And I truly believe 
that things happen for a 
reason, even if, to start 
with, you don’t really know 


what that reason is.” 

Before Nicole fell ill, she 
was a keen dancer: on 
leaving school, she won a 
place at the famous Italia 
Conti dance academy. “I’d 
always loved dancing, 
since I was little,” she 
remembers. “But, after a 
week at Italia Conti, I 
decided I didn’t like it and 
came home. I went off on 
holiday planning to return 
to studying when I got 
back, but my plans got cut 
short...” 

One morning, a few 
days into the holiday, 
Nicole woke up feeling 
poorly: tired, achy and 
burning hot. Away with a 
friend and her parents, the 
teenager says she tried to 
pull herself out of it, 
dressing and going to lie 
by the pool. But, unable to 
face food or drink, Nicole 
just felt progressively 
worse; getting in the water, 
in attempt to cool down, 
by the time she got out she 
could barely walk - the 
aching in her ankle joints 
had turned into shooting 
pain. 

“Painful joints is actually 
a symptom of meningitis, 


not that I knew that at the 
time,” she adds. “I went 
back to the hotel room to 
have a lie down, but I had 
to get up every five 
minutes to be sick. My 
friend got her mum who 
called another lady who 
was on holiday with us - 
she was a nurse and she 
said we should go to 
hospital, just to be on the 
safe side.” 

Nicole noticed two little 
red pinpricks had 
appeared on her leg. 
“That’s when ‘meningitis’ 
first went through my 
head; everybody 
associates a rash with 
meningitis,” she says. “But 
I was sent home again and 
told to just take 
paracetamol and drink 
plenty of water.” 

Late that night, Nicole’s 
health took a dramatic 
dive. Still being sick, 
aching all over and 
burning hot, she stumbled 
to the bathroom and 
noticed that almost her 
entire body was covered in 
violent red pinpricks. 

The red marks, signs of 
the spreading infection in 
Nicole’s bloodstream, were 
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the size ‘of coins, like five 
pence pieces and two 
pence pieces’. Each has 
left a scar on her skin; in 
total, she’s got 178 scars 
across her body. 

“They were coming up 
every five seconds,” she 
recounts. “And I was 
getting breathless. I 
thought it was because I 
was panicking - in fact, 
my lungs were filling up 
with fluid.” 

The adults called the 
hospital, where staff said 
Nicole should hang on 
and come back in the 
morning. But the nurse 
she was holidaying with 
insisted she return to 
hospital straight away. “If 
I’d waited I wouldn’t be 
here,” says Nicole. “It’s as 
simple as that.” 

Swiftly transferred to a 
second hospital, Nicole 
says everything passed in 
a blur. “By that stage I 
couldn’t walk; one thing I 
do remember is the 
doctor carrying me out to 
the ambulance in his 
arms, like a baby,” she 
says. “And the rash was 
changing colour, turning 
black.” 

Moved to a third 
hospital, deemed best 
equipped to help her, 
Nicole slipped into a 
coma; it was, she admits, 
touch and go whether 
she’d survive the night. 

She was diagnosed with a 
bacterial form of 
meningitis (inflammation 
of the protective 
membranes round the 
brain, known as the 
meninges). The infection 
had developed into blood 
poisoning - meningo¬ 
coccal septicaemia. Her 
blood pressure was 
plummeting, her kidneys 
and adrenal system had 
ceased to work and her 
heart was weak. 

Yet, wired up to a 
ventilator, a dialysis 
machine and endless 
drips, Nicole fought on; 12 
days later, she opened her 
eyes. “I couldn’t move 
anything, not even an 
eyelid,” she recalls. “It was 
so scary. To start with I 
thought I must have been 
in a car accident. I hadn’t a 


clue I had meningitis...” 

By that stage, Nicole’s 
parents had flown out to 
be with her. She and her 
dad were helicoptered 
back to the UK, where she 
was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s; on route, 
her heart stopped beating 
and she had to be 
resuscitated. “On that 
journey I thought ‘This is 
it now, I’m not going to 
make it’,” she recounts. 
“People who’ve had near¬ 
death experiences always 
say they could see a white 
light and I did see one. 

And I had all these weird 
dreams about angels... ” 

Back in Cambridge, 
Nicole still wasn’t out of 
danger. In intensive care 
for weeks, she battled 
pneumonia and suffered 
two serious stomach 
bleeds: every time she 
seemed to be getting 
stronger, she suffered a 
setback. 

Keeping her legs and 
hands wrapped in foil, to 
encourage blood 
circulation, doctors fought 
to save them. But the 
septicaemia had caused 
irreversible damage; 
gradually, the medics had 
to admit defeat - and tell 
Nicole she would lose 
most of her fingers and 
both legs. 

“It is hard to get your 
head round something 
like that,” adds Nicole. “If 
I’m honest, I didn’t think 
I’d walk again.” 

After six months in 
hospital, Nicole came 
home, in a wheelchair, 
just in time for Christmas 
2008. She says her parents 
- Bev and Wayne, who 
both quit work to care for 
her - were “amazing”, and 
credits her older sisters 
Carly and Stacey, her 
nanas Shirley and Janet 
and her auntie Lesley with 
helping her cope. 

Thanks to intensive 
rehab, her family’s 
encouragement and her 
own determination, 

Nicole has learned how to 
write, eat and even walk 
again: now the proud 
owner of two sets of state- 
of-the-art prosthetic legs - 
one a pair of bouncy 


running blades - she is 
literally back on her feet. 

Nicole’s legs, which cost 
an incredible £36,000, 
were paid for thanks to 
friends, family and even 
strangers who’ve made 
donations and held 
fundraisers. 

“I can’t thank those 
people enough,” she adds. 
“Someone came to the 
door the other day with 
£600 then, a couple of 
days later, someone else 
came round with another 
£700. They’ve been so 
generous.” All the money 
is going into a special 
trust. 

The next major hurdle 
is, she says, getting a new 
kidney. With neither of her 
parents eligible to donate 
a kidney, Nicole is 
currently on the donor 
waiting list. 

Against the odds, Nicole 
has regained 95 per cent 
use of her hands. 
Determined to be 
independent, she’s taught 
herself howto do 
everything from her own 
hair and make-up to 
getting in and out of the 
bath unaided. 

Looking to the future, 
Nicole is currently 
working towards an NVQ 
in beauty therapy and has 
just passed her driving 
test. Among her ambitions 
is raising public 
awareness of meningitis. 

“I don’t think people 
realise quite how serious it 
can be,” she adds. “If 
anyone has a high 
temperature, sickness, 
aching joints I’d say ‘Get 
yourself checked out’: it’s 
better to be safe than 
sorry.” 

Having meningitis has, 
Nicole admits, changed 
her life completely. “I do 
feel angry sometimes, but 
I know none of this is 
anyone’s fault, it’s just the 
way the world goes,” she 
adds. “And it’s made me 
look at life differently: I 
don’t take anything for 
granted and I live every 
day as if it could be my 
last, which is no bad thing, 
is it?”

Views sought on Hanchett End Business Park Concept Statement 


At the current time, St Edmundsbury Borough Council is seeking local views on the future of a key Haverhill site. 
The land at Hanchett End, located next to the Spirit of Enterprise roundabout, has been identified for employment 
use for a number of years and the Council is now consulting on the way in which it should be developed. 

Importantly, the Council is seeking the views of the public by the 30 July. 


Why is the land at Hanchett End important to the town? 

The land at Hanchett End is important to the town and its future as 
it occupies a strategic location at the entrance to Haverhill when 
approaching from Cambridge. As a result, the site presents an 
unrivalled opportunity to develop and create an attractive gateway 
to Haverhill as part of the wider vision that exists for the town. 

Carisbrooke, responsible for the Haverhill Business Park, now has 
controlling interests in this important site and is working with and 
on behalf of the landowner to progress the land and future plans 
through the planning and development process. 



The current situation 


The Council has set out its views on how the land at Hanchett 
End should be developed through the publication of a document 
- the draft Concept Statement for the Hanchett End Strategic 
Employment Site. As the site has already been identified for 
development with employment uses, a Concept Statement is now 
required to be produced, which will be used to inform the creation 
of a future master plan. The Council’s draft Concept Statement has 
outlined that any master plan that is produced will need to include: 

• Light industrial, research and office use (i.e. B1 uses only) 

• Units for new and small firms involved in high technology 
and related activities 

• Low density development with extensive landscaping 

As a result of its interests, Carisbrooke is therefore keen to ensure 
that an appropriate Concept Statement is finalised from which 
to create a viable and successful development which meets the 
aspirations of all involved.

Carisbrooke’s position on the draft Concept Statement 

Carisbrooke recognises the important opportunity that the site 
presents to the town but is keen to highlight a number of important 
factors that should be considered in respect of the draft Concept 
Statement and the site’s future development. 

• The first important factor is the significant cost associated 
with the physical development of the site, which results from 
the substantial earthmoving necessary to create development 
platforms and introducing services such as electricity, gas, 
telecoms and drainage. To this end, certainty is needed that a 
viable development can be progressed, which will enable the 
significant costs associated with any project to be absorbed. 

• It should be acknowledged that with the site identified for 
development with business (known as the B1 Use Class), 
storage and distribution uses (known as the B8 Use Class), 

it is vital to recognise the lack of a well-established market for 
the first of these and that the creation of a new research/business 
park would therefore require a ‘leap of faith’ on the part of 
investors and end-users. 

• The current draft Concept Statement does not include the 
economically viable B8 uses but instead solely references 
the business uses which are not viable as the only form of 
development on the site. As a result, there is no certainty 
to Carisbrooke that it can deliver a successful and viable 
development which meets the aspirations of the Council 
to achieve a new research/business park and thereby create 
the gateway wished for. 

• To a certain extent, the plan within the draft Concept Statement 
acknowledges this problem by alluding to the need for ‘higher 
value uses’ to be included in order to make the B1 employment 
development viable. However, Carisbrooke considers the draft 
Concept Statement needs to be more explicit and identify the 
extent and type of higher value uses that would be acceptable. 
Carisbrooke’s view is one third of the site should be made over 
to higher value uses such as residential and retail.

Subject to receiving the inclusion of one third higher values uses within the draft Concept Statement, Carisbrooke would 
commit by way of legal agreement to losing the right and ability to develop any storage, distribution or other warehouse type 
development. Carisbrooke would then commit via further legal agreement to the remaining two thirds of the development being 
delivered only in the form of office, R & D, light industrial and supporting uses. 

Furthermore, the entire infrastructure and environment would be delivered at the same time as any agreements reached over 
the occupancy of the higher value uses, ensuring that the research park is finalised at the earliest opportunity for all prospective 
occupiers and the community to see.

Seeking benefits help 
could cost you dearly 


Haverhill Citizens Advice Bureau this 
month looks at the pitfalls and costs 
involved in paying a company to claim 
back-dated benefits you may be entitled 
to receive. 



Q : I have seen adverts for 
companies who say they offer 
free benefits advice and who say 
they can help you claim back-dated 
benefits on a ‘no-win, no-fee basis’. 
How do they work and are they a 
good idea? 

A : With more than £16 billion in 
means-tested benefits and tax 
credits currently going unclaimed 
every year, it is definitely worth 
checking that you are receiving 
everything you are entitled to. 

You can get a free, independent 
benefits check from your local CAB. 
However, there are companies you 
can pay for the same service. 

They often describe themselves as 
offering “free” benefits advice, but if 
they help you claim any back-dated 
benefits they will take up to a hefty 
45 per cent out of any back-pay that 


would have otherwise gone straight 
to you. If you are thinking about 
approaching one of these companies 
make sure you read the small print. 
Depending on the amount of back¬ 
pay you receive this could be as 
much as £1,500. 

What they are doing isn’t illegal, but 
the service they offer is available for 
free from independent advice 
sources, such as your local CAB, 
where you can get a free benefits 
check up to make sure you are 
receiving everything you are entitled 
to, and that all of any back-dated 
money goes in your pocket. 

If you are unsure about what benefits 
you are entitled to, or whether a 
company is going to charge you a 
fee or a percentage of any money 
you get back, you can contact your 
local CAB for a free benefits check or 
go to www.adviceguide.org.uk

AN inquest into the 
death of a pub chef, 
who drowned while 
late-night swimming 
on a Spanish holiday, 
is to be held in Sept¬ 
ember.

A documentary inquest 
into his death, with no 
witnesses called, will take 
place at the Athenaeum in 
Bury St Edmunds on Sep¬ 
tember 21. 

Reports at the time said 
Mr Porter and Ms Clydes¬ 
dale were part of a group 
who met on a night out and 
went for a midnight swim. 
Their bodies were washed 
up on the beach at 2.30am. 

Devastated parents Bill 
Porter, 55, and his wife Polly, 
55, were told their only son 
had died, by one of his best 
friends Lewis Rice, who had 
tried in vain to pull him 
from the water.

Music and 
dance meet 
at festival 


"he marriage of music and 
dance will form the centrepiece 
of this year’s Cambridge 
Summer Music Festival, which is in 
full swing. 

The month-long festival, taking place at 
venues across the city, will combine timeless 
works by the likes of Chopin, Bach, 

Stravinsky and Paganini with the ebullient 
rhythms of Spanish flamenco and Brazilian 
Capoeira in an innovative celebration of music 
and movement. 

This year’s programme promises exciting 
premieres and innovations, as well as the 



return of some firm favourites, resulting in a 
joyous tribute to the wealth of classical and 
contemporary music in its many forms. 

The feast of music continues this week

There are more free concerts this year, 
including the lunchtime Fitz Proms. 

A number of the lunchtime recitals will be 
given by young virtuosi, with gifted pianists 
Mishka Momen, Cordelia Williams and 
Maria Marchant all performing a variety of 
works with Chopin as a key theme. 

There are more than 20 venues, and this 
year the University Botanic Garden plays host 
to two Wednesday concerts. 

Head east to Fulbourn’s St Vigor’s Church 
on August 1 and you’ll discover the 
enchanting sounds of Kosmos. This vibrant 
female string trio will be joined by prize¬ 
winning accordionist Milos Milivojevic for a 
concert exploring the boundaries of western 
classical and contemporary and world music 


through Arabic, Gypsy, Balkan, Jazz, Klezmer 
and Tango. 

There’s a chance to spend an intimate 
evening with one of the world’s most 
renowned musicians when Julian Lloyd 
Webber joins forces with pianist Pam 
Chowhan to perform Debussy’s Celloe 
Sonata, plus works by Bach, Faure and 
Plazzolla. 

The closing concert, on Saturday, August 
7, will take place in the magnificent 
surroundings of King’s College Chapel, as the 

Academy of St Martin in the Fields is joined 
by guitarist Morgan Szymanski for a 
programme of summery serenade favourites 
including Grieg, Mendelssohn, and Vivaldi.

EVERY night, the dream world 
provides a temporary and blissful 
escape from reality. As we slip into 
an unconscious haze, the brain 
downloads all of the useless 
information we’ve absorbed during 
the day, files anything important and 
reboots. 

Occasionally our dreams can be so 
vivid we could swear they were real, 
and it’s this tantalising confusion of 
fact with fantasy that underpins 
Christopher Nolan’s hugely 
ambitious thriller. 

Inception heaves at the seams with 
complex scientific ideas that demand 
patience from the audience. 

As Batman Begins and The Dark 
Knight proved, the writer-director can 
orchestrate action sequences with 
aplomb but the vicarious, adrenaline- 
charged thrills of this film are purely 
a sideshow unless you understand 
and accept the script’s meticulous, 
twisted logic. Those who take the 
leap with Nolan are in for a mind- 
bending treat. 


In the hi-tech world of corporate 
espionage, brilliant thief Dorn Cobb 
(DiCaprio) and his team are 
unparalleled. They infiltrate the minds 
of powerful men and women and 
when the unsuspecting targets enter 
the fragile dream state, Dorn 
plunders their subconscious of its 
priceless secrets. 

Powerful businessman Saito 
(Watanabe) approaches Cobb with a 
proposition: to plant a single idea in 
the mind of rival Robert Fischer Jr 
(Murphy) before he inherits the 
company from his terminally ill 
father, Maurice (Postlethwaite). 

Dorn enlists the services of regular 
right-hand man Arthur (Gordon- 
Levitt), novice dream architect 


Ariadne (Page), talented forger 
Eames (Hardy) and chemist Yusuf 
(Rao), who mixes the powerful 
sedative that allows them to slip into 
dreams within dreams within 
dreams. 

However, Dorn conceals a terrible 
secret from the team: the projection 
of his self-destructive late wife, Mai 
(Cotillard), could escape his dreams 
and sabotage the entire mission. 

By the team realises the threat, it’s 
already too late. 

Inception is elegantly realised and 
editor Lee Smith cuts back and forth 
between the different dreamscapes 
with flair, showing how events in one 
supposed reality have dramatic 
repercussions in another.

Taste of the orient, fresh 
from your veggie patch 


C hecking out the 
price of bags of 
oriental greens at 
the supermarket is 
enough to make most 
gardeners want to grow 
their own. 

You can pay pounds for bags 
of mixed greens which add 
flavour to tangy salads and 
quick stir-fries, but all too often 
you don’t use the whole bag in 
one sitting, so the rest is left 
hanging around in the fridge 
until it turns into an inedible 
green soggy mass. 

It would be so much easier 
to pick the leaves you need 
straight from your garden, so 
there’s less waste and 
guaranteed freshness. 

With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, tested 
14 types of oriental veg to see 
how well they can grow either 
in your vegetable patch or in 
containers on the patio. 

Researchers grew eight leafy 
vegetables in 30cm containers 
filled with peat-free compost.

One pot of each was treated as 
a cut-and-come-again crop, 
while a second pot was left to 
produce larger plants. All were 
sown three times - in late 
March, late May and late July. 
Slower growing veg were grown 
in the ground. 

Cut-and-come-again crops 
which were trialled included 
mizuna, mustard greens and 
amaranth, while other popular 
veg included pak choi, Chinese 
cabbage and giant radishes. 

Among the easiest and 
quickest was mizuna, which 
can be added to salads and stir 
fries and is best grown on its 
own as it can outgrow and 
swamp most other salad 
plants. As a baby leaf it 


produced 300g per pot from a 
March sowing from the first cut 
and 185g from the second cut. 
Summer sowings proved less 
prolific and the young plants 
were damaged by flea beetles. 

The tests found pak choi, 
which is delicious lightly 
steamed and served with garlic 
and oyster sauce, is easy to 
grow from seed, although it’s 
slower than other oriental 
greens. The best results were 
seen from the early sowing but 
later batches were also 
successful so it’s worth planting 
throughout the summer, 
although not just after 
midsummer when it will bolt. 

Chinese cabbage is best 
allowed to grow into a mature 
plant so it was grown in the 
ground. It was sown into small 
pots in mid-June and planted 
out in July - don’t sow any 
earlier or it will bolt - and 
forms a dense heart like an 
iceberg lettuce. You’ll need to 
cover it in fine netting to keep 
caterpillars at bay and it may 
be susceptible to mildew and 
mealy aphid, although the 
outer leaves can be thrown 


away. In the tests, when 
harvested, each head weighed 
just over lOOg. 

Mustard greens, which have 
a strong, peppery flavour, are 
also best used as a cut-and- 
come-again crop to perk up 
salads. The most successful 
sowing in the trial was the 
earliest sowing of the large- 
leaved ‘Red Giant’, as later 
sowings suffered from flea 
beetle damage. Other types 
worth trying are ‘Golden 
Streaks’ and ‘Green Frills’. 

Amaranth, which if allowed 
to grow larger can be cooked 
like spinach, did better from 
later sowings, producing plants 
up to 25cm tall which didn’t 
attract flea beetles and was less 
prone to bolting. It can also be 
used as a cut-and-come-again 
crop to add to baby leaf salads. 

Among the most impressive- 
looking vegetables were mooli 
and beauty heart radishes. 
Mooli was sown in mid-July, 
thinned to 30cm apart and by 
late August they had produced 
massive white roots weighing 
up to 750g each and are ideally 
used grated in salads. Beauty 



heart produced large round 
roots with brightly coloured 
centres, sown similarly to 
mooli. Researchers found that 
the quality was variable and 
concluded that this type of 
radish needs a long, warm 
summer. 

Most of the veg tested are 
members of the cabbage 
family, suffering from the same 


pests, so you have to be vigilant 
against slugs and snails, flea 
beetles, cabbage white 
caterpillars and mealy aphids.

Many Brits say 
ESC is ‘pointless’ 

A CAR anti-skid protection system that too 
few Britons are using has been displayed in 
Bedfordshire by motor racing star Lewis 
Hamilton. 

Only two in five drivers know of the 
existence of electronic stability control (ESC) 
with an AA/Populus poll showing that more 
than a quarter of 18 to 34-year-olds see the 
system as pointless. 

ESC was shown off on Tuesday by 
Hamilton - who finished second in Sunday’s 
British Grand Prix - at a safety event at the 
Millbrook Proving Ground. 

The AA said that although ESC has the 
potential to save 250 lives a year in the UK, 
car showroom staff had not promoted the 
system enough. 

While 27-28 per cent of 18 to 34-year-olds 
saw ESC as pointless, only 13-14 per cent 
of over-55s shared this view, the AA said. 

Only a third of Britons wanted the system 
in their next car compared with 60 per cent 
of Germans. 

AA president Edmund King said: “Buyers 
of new cars in the UK place much reliance 
on what we are told by sales staff at garages 
but it appears that many are not told about 
ESC. 

“We hope the Choose ESC campaign will 
inform UK motorists about the next best 
safety device since the seat-belt and prompt 
them to ask for it when they buy a car.”

Third of women are earning more 
than their partners, study shows 


ALMOST a third of women 
in the workplace are earning 
more than their partners, 
putting them increasingly in 
the role of breadwinner, a 
recent study reveals. 

According to the Women 
and Work Survey 2010 
commissioned by Grazia 
magazine, almost half of 
the 2,000 females ques¬ 
tioned were either out- 
earning their partners (30 
per cent) or earning as 
much (19 per cent) and 
one in 10 already had a 
house-husband. 

One possible explana¬ 
tion given by the poll was 
that the recession hit male 


employment, shifting the 
burden of responsibility in 
relationships. 

The survey found 
women did not wish to 
leave the world of work, 
with only 11 per cent want¬ 
ing to stop work com¬ 
pletely. 

Respondents were “real¬ 
istic” about the downsides 
of full-time motherhood, 
with almost half of all full¬ 
time mothers admitting 
they hated “not earning 
their own money”, while 32 
per cent missed work itself. 

More than two thirds (69 
per cent) of mothers said 
they still “preferred to keep 


their hand in at work”, with 
mothers of under-3s stat¬ 
ing they “preferred to 
work, albeit preferably 
part-time” (60 per cent), 
rather than be a “full-time 
mum” (40 per cent). 

Women with full-time 
jobs said their employment 
made them feel “worth¬ 
while” (50 per cent) and 
“confident” (51 per cent). 

However, the survey also 
pinpointed a new battle¬ 
ground emerging between 
parents and the child-free. 

Nine out of 10 women 
said child-free workers 
resented the flexi-hours 
and time off mothers can 


have, while 71 per cent 
said other women were 
their harshest critics in the 
workplace, while a third of 
female directors thought 
mothers were less produc¬ 
tive. 

More than half of all 
working women thought 
mothers’ employment 
rights might be putting 
employers off hiring women 
(53 per cent) and 74 per cent 
of female directors thought 
this was now the case. 

But rather than backtrack¬ 
ing on rights, they would 
rather give working fathers 
the same rights as working 
mothers (52 per cent) to stop 


any discrimination. 

lane Bruton, editor of 
Grazia, said: “We’re in the 
middle of a huge social 
shift. Women are increas¬ 
ingly earning as much or 
more than their partners 
and many of these women 
get a great amount out of 
their working lives. 

“For many of these high 
earners it makes more 
sense for their partners to 
take on a greater domestic 
role. 

“Of course, there are going 
to be mixed feelings about 
this, but it is definitely 
something that is becom¬ 
ing more accepted.”
